Chattanooga, Tenn., November $2.— 
Forty thousaind nine. bundred dollars 
was estimated to have been stolen from 
a Southern Express company transfer 
wagon in the Western and Atlantic 
railroad yards here toight by two 
white men who held up the lone driver, 
Fred Corneilson, who claims the ban- 
dits forced him to unlock a box ‘con- 
taining approximately $100,600 in cur- 
rency. 

The robbery took place in the heart 
of the business district less than a 
block from the local offices of the 
Southern Express company. The money. 
was in packages made up for shipment 
from various Chattanooga banks to 
several southern'cities: -- --— 

President T.. W, Leary, of the South- 
ern Express company, said tonight that 
the amount stolen was “a: little. more. 
than $40,000.” Clerks in the local of- 
fice said the missing packages of paper 
currency were appraised at $40,900 in 
the receipts. 

Corneilson was quoted by city detec- 
tives tonight as saying that the ban- 
adits were white men, “well dressed and 
of good appearance.” Corneilson made 
the first report of the robbery when 
he staggered into the express office at 
9:20 o'clock. He said that at about 7:30

New York District Attorney- 


SEIZE EMPEROR 


Says Cupidity Is Sending 
Food Prices Soaring. 


New York, November 22.—Definite 
steps were taken here today by fed- 
eral, state, and municipal authorities 
to ameliorate, if possible, the admit+ 
tedly serious conditions resulting from 
the steadily mounting cost of living. 

Agents of the department of justice 
virtually completed a thorough investi- 
gation of the rise in the price of coal 
and a report is now in process of prep- 
aration for submission to Attorney 
General Gregory. It was predicted that 
the report, which will include the re- 
sult of investigations in the mining 
region's, would result in vigorous ac- 
tion by the attorney general’s office. 

District Attorney Swann announced 
tonight that several indictments under 
the state anti-trust law may be return- 
ed’ soon against middle men believed 
to have entered into “rentlemen’s 
agreements.” His announcement follow- 
ed the appearance before the grand 
jury of members of an alleged “poultry 
trust” and the serving of subpoenaes 
on several coal dealers who are to ap- 
pear ‘before the grand jury tomor- 
row. 

“The high cost of living is not due 
to the war, but to the cupidity of food 


speculators,” said the district attorney, |.

CONDOLENCE SENT 
BY PRESIDENT WILSON. 

Washington, November 22.—Official 
announcement of the death of Emperor 
Francis Joseph was received today from 
the Vienng foreign office by Baron) 
Zwiedinek, charge d'affaires of the 
Austro-Hungarian -embassy, who im- 
mediately communicated the informa- 
tion to Secretary Lansing. 

The dispatch said: 

“His Majesty, our most gracious em- 
peror and king, Francis Joseph L, ex- 
pired this 2ist at 9:05 in the evening, 
after a short illness. BURIAN.” 

President Wilson today sen the fol- 
lowing message of condolence to Em- 
peror Karl Franz Joseph of Austria- 
Hungary upon recefpt of word of the 
death of the late Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph: 

“I beg of your majesty and the im- 
perial royal family to accept the sin- 
cerest sympathy of Mrs. Wilson and 
myself in the great loss which you 
have sustained in the death of your 
illustrious uncle, for whom I entertain- 
ed sentiments of high esteem and re- 
gard. I also extend to your majesty 
the condolence of the government and 
the people of, the United States and 
convey to you my best wishes for your 
personal well-being and prosperity.” 
‘ The president addressed the new 
ruler as “His Majesty Karl Fran Jo- 
seph, Emperor of Austria, King of Bo- 
hemia and Apostolic King of Hun- 
gary.” 

At the same time Secretary Lansing 
instructed Ambassador Penfield at Vi- 
enna to extend on behalf of the presi- 
dent, government and people of the 
United States condolences to the people 
of the dual monarchy on the death of 
“their late venerable emperor and 
king,” and also to express to the min- 
ister of foreign affairs the personal 
sympathy of Mr. Lansing.

“The government can 
not do detail work along educational 
lines, but our government is securing 
trained leaders and teachers, using 
them in the best way to get educa- 
tional results without wasted efforts 
either by the leaders or the producers. 
“The work the government is doing 
since 1913 is in agricultura] extension 
work. Home economics, a vocational bill 
that will be of inestimable value to the 
country at large, mechanical arts and in- 
dustries and in commercial develop- 
ment, with the appropriation the gov- 
ernment has made. to education alon 
agricultural lines, the future of wha 
may be accomplished is unprecedented.” 
Then the speaker told of farm life— 
the formation of all life; of what the 
government’s appropriation and of 
sending out trained instructors will 
mean to the farmers, the producers of 
the nation. The necessity of realiz- 
ing the importance of this educational 
awakening since 1913-was urged. “The 
women of this country, especially club 
women,” said Senator Smith, “should 
keep in touch with the agricultural 
department and its educational plans 
and by- co-operation, leadership and 
example, give out their knowledge to 
others.” ‘The value of co-operation and 
service was stressed, the speaker urg- 
ing women to, as his “fellow citizens,”

Board Will Allow One En- 
tertainment for Benefit of 
the Striking Carmen, But 
Never Again.

Tomorrow night the Fifth Ward Im- 
provement club will be allowed to 
give an entertainment for the “benefit 
of striking employees of Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company,” in the audi- 
torium of the English avenue school, 
but never again. : | 

This was the decision arrived at by 
the board of education at its regular 
Monthly meeting Wednesday following 
an exhaustive debate of the entire 
policy of permitting the use of school 
buildings for other than school or 
kindred purposes. . 

The issue, which had been pretty 
thoroughly threshed out at previous 
board meetings, was revived when 
Superintendent L. M. Landrum, as sec- 
retary of the board, read a communi- 
cation from the improvement club 
asking permission to use the audi- 
toriu;. for the purpose stated. 

Burton Urges Board’s Action. 

The written request was. supported 
by A. C. Burton, member of the board 
from the fifth ward, who informed the 
board that all arrangements for the 
entertainment had been made even, to 
the printing of advertising bills, and 
that a large number of tickets to it 
had been solq under the belief there 
would be no objection from the school 
board. 

The real purpose of the entertain- 
ment, he explained, is to raise money 
with which to buy a new curtain for 
the auditorium stage and to make cer- 
tain improvements wpon the _ school 
grounds. The club, the majority of 
members of which, he explained, are 
sympathetic with the trolley strikers, 
intends turning over to them whatever 
money may be left after the proposed 
improvements shall have been made. 

livery member of the board had 
something to say and the request was 
granted by an aye and nay vote of 
eight to two, those voting “aye” doing 
so mainly, it is said, because of the 
confusion and inconvenience which 
would necessarily follow a refusal at 
this late day, but with the explicit 
understanding that henceforth school 
buildings are to be used for no money- 
raising purposes except possibly for 
one 
way or another, of the schools. 

James L. Key, who, beside being a 
member of the school board, is attor- 
ney for the striking car men, said:

Geroge F. HBubanks vigorously op- 
posed the granting of the request on 
general grounds, The bare fact that 
Plans for the holding of the enter- 
tainment had been made without the 
board's having been consulted at all, 
he held, shoulg@ be- permitted to cut 
no figure. The board, he said, had a 
rule against the use of school build- 
ings for outside. purposes and he de- 
clared the board: should not deviate 
from it.

COMPTON GRILLED 
ON RATE CHANGES 


Railroad Witness Admits 
Before Interstate Commis- 
sion Representative That 
Roads Were “Pretty Well 
Agreed.” 


— 


W. A. Wimbish, counsel for the At- 
lanta Freight bureau, submitted C. B. 
Compton, freight traffic manager of the 


Louisville and Nashville Railroad com- 
pany, to a most searching cross-exam-~- 
ination yesterday at the rate hearing 
being held by the interstate commerce 
commission in the circuit courtroom in 
the federal building here. 

Mr. Wimbish is chief of counsel pros- 
ecuting the petition of the loval freight 
bureau and other: parties at interest, 
asking for a readjustment of tke 
freight tolls which were revised upward 
January 1 on the grounds cf alleged 
discrimination against Atlanta shippers. 


“Pretty Well Agreed.” 


The attorney was able, after repcat- 
ed efforts, to draw from the main wit- 
ness for the railroads that the sixteen 
roads, through their representatives, 
had been “pretty well agreed” as to the 
advisability of the rate changes made 
last January from Oi1o river ond other 
northern and northwestern 
Atlanta and other puints ir tne south- 
east, but the witness denied any mo- 
tive to work any hardship upon: this 
or any other point. 

The answers to Mr. Wimbish’s ques- 
tions came exceedingly hari at first. 
He asked Mr. Compton whether “the 
ideas” of the sixteen railroads were the 
same or whether there was some dis- 
sent and a minority and a majority 
opinion expressed at the time when the 
decision to readjust the rates had been 
reached. After the witness had de- 
murred or evaded direct answers to 
several such questions, Judge Clements 


ordered: 
“Answer the questions of counsel, Mr. 
Compton. What Mr. Wimbish wants to 


know are only the facts.” 
“And certainly I would not give him 
anything else but the facts,” snot back 


the witness. 
Freight Rate Changes. 

The freight rate to Birmingham from 
Cincinnati was chansed from 89 cents 
to $1.07, Mr. Comptun explained in re- 
ply to a question, and as illustrative of 
the entire purpose of the roads, in or- 
der that there might be no discrimina- 
tion against Atlanta. He said none of 
the raises in tariffs were made for the 
purpose of producing additional reve- 
nue, but were made solely to avoid dis- 
crimination, and he declared that the 
roads wanted simply to abide xf the 
amended fourth section of the inter- 
State commerce comiunission’s order af- 
fecting the “long and the short haul” 
an providing for a uniformity in tar- 
iffs. 

The hearing was held during the aft- 
ernoon, with George S. Gibson, exam- 
ining attorney of the commission, pre- 
siding, Judge Clements having left at 
noon for Washington. 

Each session of the hearings is at- 
tended by a large number of interested 
listeners, among them being invaria- 
bly one or more members of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission, which is tak- 
ing a deep interest in all that is said.

CONFERENCE FAVORS 
METHODIST UNION 


Members Condemn Alleged 

Action of General Fred 
Funston, But Conference 
Takes No Action. 


Griffin, Ga., November 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Several features marked the 
opening session of the North Georgia 
annual conference here today, each 
lof which provoked considerable de- 
bate and profoung interest. 

The matter of Methodist union came 


in for the larger share of interest, and |. 


| was the source of most earnest dis- 
| cussion. Rev. W. H. LaPrade, Jr., of 
Atlanta, brought the matter to the 
fore, when he introduced a paper con- 
taining a set of resolutions signed by 
fifteen men, which resolutions were 
interpreted by some as indorsing the 
general idea of Methodist unions. 
Others in sympathy with the paper 
interpreted them as being the mere 
expression of sincere desire to Cco- 
operate in all things done for the bet- 
ter interests of the branches of the 
church and denomination. 

The resolutions in brief were as fol- 
lows: “All Methodists are urged to 
join in prayer for the divine guidance 
of the commissioners appointed to 
solve the problems; that this confer- 
ence indorses the Oklahoma City plan 
as suggesting the best type of uni- 
fication calculated to conserve and 
promote the common interests of all 
Methodism; that all Methodists would 
labor to remove every chance for dis- 
trust and misunderstanding; that care- 
ful and prayerful consideration be 
given the magnitude of the issues in- 
volved. All words or actions calcou- 
lated to promote schism were dis- 
countenanced fully.” 

Opposed by Rev. O. C. Carey. 

Dr. J. E. Dickey of Atlanta, and 
Dr. J. H. Eakes of Rome, strongly ad- 
vocated the adoption of the resolu- 
tions, interpreting them as expres- 
sive.of the true spirit every Metho- 
dist should entertain; while Rev. C. 


Cc, Carey, of Atlanta, bitterly opposed 
the resolutions and all ideas looking to 
the unification of the two branches 
of Methodism. 

For thirty minutes debate was in- 
dulged in, with two or three votes 
taken. Substitutes were offered for 
the original paper, and _ substitutes 
were offered for the substitutes. Fi- 
nally an overwhelming voté was cast in 
favor of the resolutions. So the North 
Georgia conference, the largest in the 
Southern convention, goes on record 
as indorsing the idea of eventual 
Methodist union. 

Another debate was precipitated 
when a paper was read condemning 
the action of General Fred Funston 
in forbidding the holding of revival 
meetings among the soldiers of the 
border. Emphatic utterances were 
made, declaring General t&‘unston’s ac- 
tion as reprehensible and arbitrary. 
and that he should be dealt with b) 
authorities,at Washington. 

The point was made that great dis- 
agreement exists as to what General 
Funston really said and did in the 
matter that has stirred up such a 
tempest. For this reason the confer- 
ence finally determined that it would 
be the part of wisdom to wait until 
fuller and more reliable information 
could be secured, before any definite 
statement should be made, 


Address by Bishop Candler. 


At 9 o’clock Bishop Warren Candler 
Called the members of the North Geor- 
gia conference to order for the annual 
session. After singing and prayer, 
Bishop Candler read a portion of the 
fourth chapter of John’s gospel regard- 
ing the interview of Christ with the 
woman at the well of Samaria. He 
discussed at great length the truth 
taught in the incident, and took occa- 
sion to plead with the preacher's hear- 
ing him to stand by-the gospel of the 
former days and to cling to faith once 
delivered to the saints. He ridiculed 
some modern tendencies and declared 
that the only possible hope of salva- 
tion for the lost world was in faith 
in the gospel of the Son of God and 
the operations of the Holy Spirit on 
the human heart. 

A resolution was passed asking 
Bishop Candler to deliver an address 
at the opening hour of conference 
each morning, which he consented 
to do. 

In organizing the conférence elected 
Rev. John F. Yarbrough, of Winder, 
as secretary, to succeed W. B. Dillard, 
who had served in that work for a 
number of years. Assistant secretaries 
elected were: W. O. Butler, H. Cc. Em- 
ory, J. G. Logan,‘W. 8S. Robinson, W. H. 
Clark, W. W. Carroll and George W. 
Barrett. 

The conference gave attention to the 
untimely death of Bishop A. W. Wil- 
son, senior bishop of the Southern 
Methodist church, which occurred yes- 
terday. Expression’ss of sorrow and 
grief were heard on every hand, and 
the conference directed that a message 
of condolence »e sent Mrs. Wilson, and 
that the committee on memoirs pre- 
pare an appropriate memoir to. be re- 
corded in the history of the conference 
session, | 


Schools and Taxation. 


Speaking to the paper addressed the 
conference by the general board of ed- 
ucation, Bishop Candler took occasion 
to relate some of the developments 
connected with Emory university, and 
to say something relating to the act 
of the legislature in Georgia in taxing 
college endowments. He declared his 
inability to see what in Christian edu- 
cation was worthy of being taxed, and 
what in secular schooling was worthy 
of exemption from tax. He declared 
that the great bulk of the Georgia 
legislature is broad enough to grant 
exemption to colleges, but that the 
matter had been held up so far by the 
manipulations of a small number of 
men who had been able to manipulate 
affairs in their own way. 

Responding to the appeal made by 
Rev. & S. McKinney, of the Texas con- 
ference, representing the church to be 
built at Washington city, this confer- 
ence will at once enter upon the work 
of raising some $6,000 as a contribu- 
tion from Georgians to that work. It 
is planned to have a representative 
Methodist church of the southern 
branch at the national capital, and the 
sum of $250,000 is desired for that 
purpose. Already $103,000 has been 
raised, and the remainder will be forth- 
coming soon, 

Sermon by Dr. DuBose. 

The afternoon session of the confer- 
ence was devoted to hearing a sermon 
by Rev. H. M. DuBose, of Nashville, for- 
merly of Atlanta, and still a member 
of this conference. At night the anni- 
versary of the Sunday school board was 
observed, presided over by Hon. 
George M. Napier. The chief address 
of the occasion was delivered by Dr. 
J. S Shackleford, of Nashville, superin- 
tendent of teacher training. 

The session of the Widows and Or- 
phans’ Aid association, held Tuesday 
night, revealed the fact that not a man 
in this conference had died during the 
vear, a record not equaled in nearly 
thirty vears. Fifteen new members 
were added to the association roll of 
members. 

The conference historical society in 
its-first meeting heard the address of 
Dr. George W. Yarbrough, who for 598 
years has been an itinerant preacher. 

Several curios were oresented the 
society that have to do with Metho- 
dist history in Georgia. Mrs. Anna 
M. Cook, of Midway, presented a vol- 
ume of conference minutes for the 
vears 1869-66, recording many of the 
incidents ef those davs. A gavel, made 
from 2 cedar growing on the old Inde- 
pendence campground in Wilkes coun- 
tv, the scene of the conversion of Bish- 
op J. O. Ardrews, was presented’ to the 
society. Since the division of the 
Methodist church into the northern and 


southern branches was brought about 
in some respects on account of slaves 
awned by B:shen Andrews’ -wife, the 
gavel is of historic value, yee

SETTLE IT NOW! 


Interesting, but impracticable and now 
out of the question, is the suggestion in the 
card of W. W. Mendenhall, of Chamblee, 
Ga., printed in The Constitution today, that 
the Western and Atlantic railroad property 
be sold that the proceeds may be converted 
into a permanent state fund whose proceeds 
be used for education or other purposes. 

The sale of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad is no longer an issue. As a polit- 
ical or economic question it is now res ad- 
judicata. It was, in effect, submitted to the 
people and definitely settled that it is to 
remain the property of the state. 

The important thing is now to reach 
prompt and definite conclusion as to the 
future disposition of the property. Uncer- 
tainty as to this disposition can only result 
in keeping alive the agitation of various 
theories and suggestions possibly to the 


, detriment of the state and its interests. 


The special commission appointed under 
authority of the legislature to provide for 
the future of the property has asked for 
It is 
reported that there will be several of these; 
the more the better. If there is any one 
thing the state would like to see in connec- 
tion with the disposition of this property, 
it ig keen competition for it. 

But as a business proposition the ques- 
tion should be settled as soon as possible. 
There has been ample time for inquiry and 
investigation. 

Admittedly, much of the present property 
must be rebuilt. There are new bridges to 
be put in, and the question of double-track- 
ing is uppermost. 

None of these things will be done until 
it is known who the successful bidder is, 

If the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 


Louis, the present lessee, should secure the 


property again it will take advantage of the 
intervening three years between now and 
the expiration of the present lease, to push 
these improvements. The state will have a 
better property and the public better service 
just that much earlier. 

But regardless of who the successful 
bidder may be, disposition of the property 
in accordance with the terms laid down by 
the legislature will be best: for the state 
and all interests concerned. Georgia could 
then enter a new year knowing just where 
she stands with regard to the future of this 
property. 

‘The commission has a large problem con- 
fronting it, but it has had abundant time 
for inquiry and it will undoubtedly reach a 
solution that will be to the best interest of 
the state.

WHERE CHATTANOOGA LOSES. 


Chattanooga’s duty to herself to speed 
the completion of that portion of the Dixie 
highway across the Cumberland mountains 
just to her west is more than ever empha- 
sized by the frequent reports as to the 
plans of tourist parties coming from the 
north and west into the south this winter. 

The Scarboroigh Motor Guide tour 
planned to follow the Dixie highway from 
Indianapolis has announced its purpose to 
avoid the Cumberland mountain road into 
Chattanooga as practically impassable, and 
will come into Georgia over the Georgia- 
Alabama highway via Huntsville, which is 
now capable of negotiation. Other northern 
tourists into the south have already used 
the Georgia-Alabama route, which will 
doubtless prove the popular one, until the 
road into Chattanooga is completed and 
open to traffic. 

Almost every tourist making this trip 
expresses a desire to visit Chattanooga on 
account of the many interesting points and 
beautiful sights around that city; and the 
one and only reason they do not do it is 
the practical inability to negotiate the Cum- 
berland mountain road into Chattanooga. 

It is encouraging that the three counties 
through which this mountain road must 
pass to give easy motor access to Chatta- 
nooga are already at work upon it. The 
project, authorized some time since, is now 
under way, and, in the course of time, will 
be completed. 

But the current demand of tourists for a 
route that will give them access to Chatta- 
nooga and its many attractions emphasizes 
more than ever the importance both of 
speedy and substantial work. The counties 
in question, spurred on by Chattanooga, 


‘must permit no delay in its progress, nor 


can they afford to fail to build a road that 
will meet every requirement of service 
twelve months in the year. 

Undoubtedly, Chattanooga is determined 
and will do what is expected of her. The 
only trouble has been the tardiness in un- 
dertaking and pressing the work. 

This Cumberland mountain route has 
been the one big problem, the main obstacle 
in the completion of the Dixie highway 
through its entire length. While there is 
much work remaining to be done at other 
points in the direction of surfacing for easy 
year-around travel, this Cumberland moun- 
tain road has been the one forbidding bar- 
rier which stands like a Chinese wall in the 
middle of the route. 

There is perhaps no one thing which will 
mean more at the present moment to Chat- 
tanooga, growing and prosperous as she is, 
than the completion of this road. We shall 
be happy to congratulate her upon the an- 
nouncement of it and trust it may come at 
an early date. 


THE SAME OLD STORY. 
Developments, indicating the necessity 
for extensive repairs on the Edgewood ave- 
nue bridge across the Southern railway 


tracks, constitute another chapter from the 


same old story of Atlanta’s failure to 
foresee. 

“The whole trouble lies in the fact that, 
like all the balance of the structures in 
Atlanta, the bridge had to be built accord- 
ing to the amount of money on hand,” is 
the explanation of Captain R. M. Clayton, 
former chief of construction, under whom 
it was built; and his statement of the case 
is borne out by C. E. Kauffman, expert en- 
gineer and bridge builder. : 

The interesting part of the situation is 
the evidence of the fact that we were the 
same old Atlanta then we are today, stop- 
ping just short of what is necessary to do 
the thing rightly. 

Here is a concrete bridge, supposedly 
better than solid stone, which should have 
endured practically forever, gone almost to 
pieces because Atlanta didn’t provide the 
‘money to do it rightly in the first place. 

If $5,000 more, or something like that, 


‘had been put into the work in the first 


place, and the structure built to withstand 
all weather conditions as well as the con- 
stant strains of traffic, the city could have 
saved four or five times that amount today. 

Now we must put some $20,000 into re- 
pairs, and when we are done with it we 
shall have, at best, a patchwork instead of 
a new, substantial and everlasting bridge as 
such a concrete structure should be. 

The lesson of these mistakes, founded in 
parsimony, is that Atlanta must change her 
ways. The Edgewood avenue bridge cost 
$42,000 when it was built. If a few thou- 
sands more had been put into it then, no 
doubt it would have withstood the tests of 
time and any others that could have been 
put upon it. 

There is no saving, but only loss and 
expense, in shoddy or inefficient work. We 
have examples of it today, plenty of them, 
in Atlanta’s street pavements and other 
public works. Too much of the city’s work 
has been done for the moment; it looks 
well, but it serves only for a little while, 
when it must be done over again. 

A system which requires the constant 
expenditure of money to replace bad work is 
inefficient and extravagant. It’s the old 
story of saving at the spigot and wasting at 
the bung. It costs us amore in the long run, 
much more, and it is the taxpayers who are 
constantly called upon to pay. 

Atlanta must begin to build rightly to 
begin with. It is better to build less and 
build well than to attempt to spread the 
money out over the whole city in slipshod 
work that calls for replacement within a 
few years. 

This system of false economy has al- 
ready cost Atlanta hundreds of thousands 
which might have been saved for other 
work. When we abandon it and build for 
permanency, Atlanta will have taken her

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Monument Is Unveiled W ednesday 


In Honor of City’s First Mayor 


Short exercises were held at Oakland cem- 
etery yesterday afternoon at the unveiling 
of the monument erected by the city to 
Moses W. Formwalt, first mayor of Atlanta. 

Due to the inclemency of the weather the 
size of the crowd was curtailed, but there 
were about one hundred people present. 
The school children from Formwalt school 
were not present, as their principal, Mrs. 
Georgia Sams, did not care to have them ex- 
posed to weather which might bring on ill- 
ness. 

Jack Porter, son of J. N. Porter, super- 
intendent of the city cemeteries, pulled the 
cord which unveiled the monument. His 
part of the ceremony came after the initial 
address of Councilman George P. Freeman, of 
the cemetery commission. 

Councilman Freeman made a short talk 


in which he gave a partial history of the 
movement was due chiefly to the efforts of 
had been oe ge its erection for a number 
of years, but stated that the success of the 
movement was due chifely to the efforts of 
Mr. Porter. He presented the monument to 
the city in behalf of the commission. 

His presentation was accepted by Mayor 
Woodward in behalf of the city. yor 
Woodward told of the gprogress of the city 


from the time of the first mayor to its pres- 
ent high position in the country. He said 
that it gave him extreme gratification to be 
able to accept the tribute to the pioneer 
mayor of what has grown from a little vil- 
lage of barely a thousand people to the great 
city of Atlanta. 

General A. J. West was called on for a 
few remarks and told also of the growth of 
the city, giving some details of the struggles 
of the town during its first settlements and 
the time of the civil war. 

Present at the ceremony were several 
members of the cemetery commission and 
members of council with a number of citizens. 
The raw wind and disagreeable weather 
made it necessary that the exercises be short. 

The monument is of granite and is one of 
the show places of the cemetery. It is lo- 


cated close to the keeper’s house and rest 
room. It bears a tablet in bronze giving the 
names of the commission, the name of the 
cemetery manager and the name of the pres- 
ent mayor with the year. On the face of 
the die, which is about six feet high and 
rises from the base, are carved the words, 
“Hrected by the City of Atlanta in Memory 
of Atlanta's First Mayor, Moses W. Form- 
walt, 1848.”

The publication of the fact that but few 
of the counties are complying with the Eakes 
law in regard to remitting to the state treas- 
urer funds due the state from the levy of 
10 cents per package upon liquor shipments 
has aroused the interest of many ordinaries 
over the state whose duty it is, when such 
funds are on hand, to make the remittance 
to the state. 

Bibb county has sent in $483, and a num- 
ber of ordinaries have made inquiry as to 
just what their duties are under the ‘Eakes 
law. 

Ten-Cent Tax. 

Under the Eakes law 10 cents per pack- 
age is levied upon each package of liquor 
sent into the state. Of this amount 3 cents 
goes to the express company making the 
delivery and the remaining 7 cents goes to 
the county ordinary as compensation for 
work in connection with recording liquor 
Shipments. The ordinary is authorized to 
keep this money for himself up to the sum 
of $600 in one year... When the fees from 
this source have reached $600 the ordinary 
is required to send to the state treasurer 90 
per cent of whatever additional fees comes 
to him from this source, keeping the re- 
maining 10 per cent himself, these remit- 
tances being made monthly. 

Several ordinaries who have had no funds 
to remit to the treasurer have made reports 
to the treasurer, although it is not impera- 
tive under the law that such reports be made. 


. These reports are filed by the treasurer’s 


office, where the statement is made that 
while such reports without funds are not 
obligatory upon the ordinary, the department 
is pleased with this show of disposition to 
comply fully with the law.

Miss Raoul Makes Interesting 
Address Before the Atlanta 


Equal Suffrage Ass’n. 


Plans for increased activity by mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage 
association in conjunction with the 
Georgia Woman’s Suffrage Association 
and the Georgia Men's League for 
Woman Suffrage were made Wednes- 
day afternoon at an enthusiastic meet- 
ing in the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, Mrs. Amelia Woodall, president, 
presiding.

Cord, chairman of the bridge commit- 
tee of council, has also agreed to al- 
low the opening of the bridge in the 
event that the car company is able 
to place temporary supports which will 
prove sufficient to guarantee safety. 
It is very probable that the company 
will begin the construction of these 
supports today. 

Walker to Begin Work. 

Councilman McCord stated again 
Wednesday that KR. M. Walker, the con- 
tractor to whom the contract wa's let 
at the special meetings of council and 
the aldermanic board held on last Tues- 
day, says that he will begin the work 
at once. 

Mr. Walker ‘s out of the city. Offi- 
cials of his company declare they do 
not know what decision he will make 
when he finds that the mayor is al- 
most certain to return the con- 
tract to council bearing his veto. 
The decision of the mayor must be 
made by Saturday. 

Mayor Woodward Wednesday gave 
out a statement in which he vigorous- 
ly scored the closing of the bridge by 
Councilman McCord. He said the peo- 
ple who have been accustomed to us- 
ing this bridge have every right to 
complain strenuously of the way they 
have been treated by the “sudden whim 
of one member of city council.” 

‘The matter of the Edgewood ave- 
nue bridge contract was presented to 
me today,” he said Wednesday. “I have 
it on my desk and will give it serious 
consideration. 

“After glancing over it casually I 
find several things on which I want 
the advice of the city attorney. I have 
addressed a letter to J. L. Mayson, city 
attorney, today asking him to -give 
me his legal opinion. I wait his reply 
with some interest. 

“It is my firm opinion that the peo- 
ple of Atlanta have been outraged by 
the closing of this bridge. Councilman 
McCord had absolutely no legal au- 
thority to order it closed. 

Contradicts Conutract’s Warning. - 

“The closing of this bridge directly 
contradicts the wording of the con- 
tract passed by council on last Tues- 
day. In the contract it is specified 
that half of the bridge must be kept 
open at a time to allow its use by 
pedestrians and vehicles. The contract 
also provides that an arrangement 
must be made satisfactory to the 
power company as to their tracks over 
the structure. 

“If this ig the case, why close the 
bridge at all. The bridge, I am told, 
is about 300 yards long and the place 
that is considered so dangerous, is 
less than 650 feet. 

“Why is it necessary to close the 
entire bridge. Why can’t barriers be 
placed at each end of this alleged 
dangerous space and let the cars run 
up to them thus saving the long walk 
now forced on the patrons of the cars 
across the bridge? 

“The contract for this bridge was 
let in 1904 and 1905 under the ad- 
ministration of Evan P. Howell. Cap- 
tain Clayton was then chief of con- 
struction and supervised the work, 
Captain Clayton is a man of unques- 
tioned veracity and he plainly states 
that the condition of the bridge is 
not nearly as serious as it is claimed. 

“If this is true then why is this 
great desire to close the bridge shown 
all in a minute. What grave danger 
has developed in the last few days 
that was not already Known. This 
bridge is not dangerous according to a 
number of local engineers. 

Did Not Oppose Repairs. 

‘T want it distinctly understood that 
I have never been opgones to the re- 
pair of either the Edgewood avenue 
or the Bell street bridge. If the city 
had the money for this work I would 
raise no objection. 

“But I protest over the people being 
s0 outrageously treated at the eng of 
the year when the city has no funds 
for such work. On the other hand 
the city will have more than $100,000 
of unpaid bills to carry over into next 
year caused by the unbusiness-like 
methods of council. 

“The city charter specifically pro- 
vides that the city shall not make 
provisions to carry over into a new 
year bills made in the previous year.”

Woman Suffrage association, and Mrs, 


E. T. Martin, chairman of the Woman's 
Wilson campaign committee, all spoke 
interestingly, in the order named, on 
the suffrage aituation, and the neces- 
sary steps in Georgia's suffrage cam- 
paign soon to be launched with full 
vigor. 

Mrs. Woodall expressed gratifica-_ 
tion at the opportunity of presenting 
Miss Raoul, fresh from her national 
suffrage campaign to the first suf- 
frage audience which she has address- 
ed in Georgia, following her successful 
activities for the cause in other states. 

| Miss Raoculs Message. 

“Organize the women. Organize the 
rural districts as well as the cities,” 
was the message of Miss Raoul, who 
recited the difficulties encountered in 
suffrage campaign states because of 
lack of thorough organization. 

“Street meetings are effective, and 
women speakers hold the interest of 
crowds more than men at first—but 
programs must include both men and 
women, as we want it positively un- 


derstood that right thinking men 4s 
well as women are willing to sacrifice 
and work for woman suffrage, said 
Miss Raoul, in an able address, punc- 
tuated with humorous anecdotes of 
campaign experiences. She showed 
how suffragists have made stepping 
stones out of obstacles against over- 
whelming odds, charging the liquor 
interests: with being the most Vicious 
enemies of the cause in every state 


where suffragists have sought a strong- 


hold. She quoted a responsible au- 
thority for the statement that ten mil- 
lion ollars would be spent by the 


liquor interests in any state to defeat 
woman suffrace. 

“There is no such oo, | as suffrage 
losing ground,” said Miss Raoul in con- 
clusion. Even when a state votes down 
the suffrage plank, she pointed out, 
the victory of the suffragists was in 
that they had made new friends 
throughout the agitation. Miss Raoul 
was roundly applauded and accorded 
a warm ovation at the conclusion of 
her address. 

“Tf the ballot is not worth woman’s 
while—if politics is corrupt, jt is the 
man who made it so,”’ said Professor E. 
L. Martin in an address in which he 
pointed out the success of the suffrage 
movement in twelve states of the union. 

Suffrage Possibilities. 

Attorney Leonard J. Grossman, gen- 
eral counsel for the association, coun- 
seled a campaign of action, which he 
outlined in detail, speaking in terms 
of optimism over suffrage possibilities 
in Georgia. 

“Just as prohibition, launched first 
in Georgia of all the southern states, 
spread throughout the south, so woman 
suffrage will sweep the Empire State 
of the South when women realize that 
trying to shirk the duties of citizenship 
does not make them more efficient in 
other so-called spheres. They may be 
good mothers, good wives, good daugh- 
ters; good sweethearts; x« Sunday 
school teachers, good bridge pla; ers, 
good dressers, good anything you please 
of a personal kind, and doubtless most 
all women really are in overy way 
good women personally, but they are 
bad citizens if they shirk the feminine 
duties of citizenship. And 
are worse citizens, be they ever so good 
personally, who take from such wom- 
en their cue for condescendingly oppos- 
ing woman suffrage.” 

Mrs. Emma T. Martin gave an inter- 
esting recital of the chivalry of Geor- 
gians during her recent activities as 
chairman of the woman’s campaign for 
Woodrow Wilson. She spokv of the 
large numbers of converts to the cause 
among the politicians of the state and 
of the hopeful status of the suffrage 
situation in- Georgia.

At 9 o’clock trou- 
ble for the 63 novices began—and that’s 
a secret matter also. 

At a late hour the hospital ambu- 
lances all left without a single crip- 
ple—strange as it may seem—and the 
nobles wendéd their way homeward, 
OR of Yaarab’s fame as the banner 
hrine temple of Dixie.

T. Lawler’s body the day it was found, 
and the place where the jurist is sup- 
posed to have been killed, and the 
opinion as to probable cause of his 
death, was contained in testimony of 
witnesses offered by the state in the 
trial which began here today of Da- 
vid D. Overton, former clerk of the 
Madison county circuit court, ’who is 


A dozen witnesses were examined, and 
it is expected the state will present 
twenty-five or thirty more. Attorneys 
believe the case will reach the jury 
by Friday. 

Interest today centered in the state- 
ments of E. D. Green. and Shelby 
Fletcher, of Huntsville, who said they 
received a telephone call from Judge 
Lawler the night the jurist disap- 
peared and that when they went to the 


courthouse no one was there. Green 
identified a piece of railroad iron found 
tied to Lawler’s body, as the same, he 
said, he saw on the courthouse lawn 
before the jurist disappeared. 


Lawler’s Widow Testifies. 


Mrs. W. T. Lawler, widow of the 
dead jurist, and I. D. Buford, a Madi- 
son county commissioner, told of see- 
ing Judge Lawler alive the last time 
on the night of June 14. _Mrs. Lawler 
saig her husband accompanied her to 
a chautauqua meeting and that when 
he left her he said he was “going to 
town to see Dave Overton.” This state- 
ment was stricken from the records 
on the objection of counsel for the 
defense. Buford said he visited the 
courthouse that night and saw Judge 
Lawler in the jurist’s private office. 
Lawler, he said, at the time was talk- 
ing over the telephone. He saw no 
one with him. 

Shelby Fletcher, of Huntsville, said 
he received a_ telephone call from 
Judge Lawler the night the jurist dis- 
appeared. Lawler, he said, asked him 
to come to the courthouse for a con- 
ference. He went there about 8 
o’clock, he asserted. 

“IT went to Lawler’s office and found 
no One there,” he said. 

Fletcher further stated that the 
courthouse corridor appeared to be 
unusually dark, and that one of the 
lights was extinguished.

The department of justice is said to 
have insisted that the case of the Mis- 


souri, Oklahoma and Gulf in which Fed- 


eral Judge Hook in Kansas City to- 
day held the Adamson act unconstitu- 
tional should be made the test case. 
The railroad attorneys, however, were 
not convinced that the issues presented 
in it are sufficiently broad to cover 
all points that might be developed 
against the Adamson act in a case 
involving a much larger property. The 

were inclined to insist that the Atehit 
gon, Topeka and Santa Fe case, whic 

is set for hearing tomorrow at Kansas 
City would present the questions in 
issue more completely and with more 
justice to the carriers, 

The railroad attorneys are represent- 
ed as being desirous that any case 
that goes to the supreme court with 
their agreement that it be a test ca'se, 
shall involve some road where con- 
—— are as nearly typical as pos- 
sible. 

There was no indication tonight that 
the differences cannot be reconciled. 
The Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf case, 


brought by a federal receiver, sibjeet to 


the authority of Judge Hook himself, 
might be pressed to an early conclu- 
sion in the supreme court without the 
concurrence of the other railroads of 
the country. If this were done, how- 
ever, the department of justice might 
be compelled to defend any number of 
other suits which the railroads inter- 
ested would press on the ground that 
the questions involved were not iden- 
tical with those covered. 

The department is anxious to get ic 
4 decision on the constitutionality 
of the Adamson law, but it is said also 
to be anxious to avoid a multiplicity 
of defenses to all the many actions 
already brought. An understanding 
with the attorneys in the conference 
today would bring all the principal 
railroads within the agreement and 
there would be a stipulation that ac- 
tions begun would be dropped and that 
no more would be instituted until the 
supreme decision was handed down. 

The only comment tonight from the 
department of justice on the decision 
of Judge Hook was this statement from 
Attorney General Gregory, made after 
he received intelligence from depart- 
ment attorneys in Kansas City: 

“At the request of the department 
of justice, Judge Hook in the suit filed 
by the Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf 
Railway company to test the Adamson 
law, rendered his deeision instanter and 
without argument so as to make it pos- 
sible for the supreme court to decide 
the question involved before the law 
goes into effect on January 1 next, Ap- 
peal of the case will be perfected to- 
day.’ 

Although officials familiar with su- 
preme court procedure were not in- 
clined today to believe that a decision 
could be had by January 1, department 
officers were hopeful that a way would 
be found to do so. 


RAILWAY CHIEFS 
ARE IN DOUBT. 


Chicago, November 22.—Railroad 
heads and attorneys here today were 
uncertain what effect the decision in 
the Kansas City court holding the Ad- 
amson law unconstitutional would have 
upon suits brought by other lines that 
are making a fight against the act. 

E. P, Riley, president of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, declared 
that the decision had been anticipated 
by practically every railroad lawyer in 
the country, who had studied the bill 
carefully. “However, this action does 
not alter our course in the least,” he 
continued. ‘We will endeavor to get 
a decision in our casé-.and will fight 
the law to the last.”’ 

Blewett Lee, general. counsel for the 
Illinois Central road, said: 


“Everything depends on the -action 


taken by the attorney ‘general. . The 
railroads have gone to the courts to ask 
for protection from penalties for fail- 
ing to-do things required by law which 
the railroads gannot do. ; 

‘If the government acts fo give them 
protection while this case is-being de- 
cided, the various other suits may be 
postponed. If not, each railroad must 
continue its efforts to avoid penalties 
afl cy achieving the things required 

y law. 

‘Until we know what the government

A concerted movement looking to the 
dissemination of information amon? the 
negroes in rural communities through- 
out southwestern Georgia, with- a view 
to checking the present movement of 
farm hands and others to the manufac- 


ne and industrial centers of New 
ork New Jersey and New England has 
been launched here, and other Couns 
nities are rene, Pity t ed to take tne 
up without dclay. 
wget y ‘several thousand nemross 
have left this part of Georgia, - 
many others are preparing te do during 
the winter and in the spring. — 
have already written back that t “7 
are disappointed with conditions foun 
in the north, for although employ- 
ment is to be had at good wages — 
cost of living is unprecedentedly nie 
and a good many familien that left 
southwest Georgia farms are anxious 


to get back. 
Investigation by Albany parties has 


evealed a surprising condition among 
ane on the farms of many coun-~- 
ties. Stories that seem ridiculous when 
repeated to well informed persons OF 
printed in newspapers are readily cred- 
ited by simple-mindcd negroes, an 
have been diligently circulated by emi- 
gration agents of several kinds. 

Negroes in many rural communities 
have been told that they are all te be 
moved out of Georgia after the first of 
January, that being the explanation of 
the south’s great interest in the recent 
national election. Negroes have been 
thrown into panic by the report that 
Wilson’s election made certain the ex- 
pulsion of all negroes from Georgia; 
that their property would be confis- 
cated, and that all resisting the decree 
of banishment woula be killed. 

Strange as it may seem, these stories 
have been believed by thousands of sim- 
ple-minded negroes, and hundreds of 
them are going to the towns, usually to 
railroad ticket agents, seeking further 
enlightenment on the exodus plan. One 
story widely circulated is that Indians 
are. to be brought from the west to take 
the places of negroes in the cotton 
fields. : 


has been from those counties in which 
there have been the worst outbreaks 
against negroes. It is developed by in- 
vestigation that where there have been 
lynchings the negrocs have been most 
eager to believe what the emigration 
agents have told them of plots for the 
removal or extermination of the race. 

The movement just put on foot is de- 
signed to relieve the negro population 
of apprehension—to assure them that 
the better class of white people will be- 
friend and protect them, as they have 
done in the past, and that more vigor- 
ous steps will be taken tv bring to 
justice white men who take the law 
into their own hands. 

There seems to be no doubt that 
while many negroes leaving Georgia 
and Florida during the last fe-w months 
have been in position to defray their 
own traveling expenses to the north, 
others have had tickets and traveling 
money furnished them. 

Comparatively few negroes have left 
Dougherty county, which is considered 
significant in view of the fact that this 
is one of the counties in southwest 
Georgia in which a lynching has never 
occurred,

New York, November 22.—A further 
break of over $2 per bale in the cotton. 
market today was followed by @ par- 
tial recovery in the late trading, with 
the close very steady at a net decline 
of 7 to 28 points. January contracts 
gold off to 20.21, or ¥1 points below the 
high record of yesterday morning, and 


closed at 20.47. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 5 to 15 points, a better re- 
sponse to relatively firm cables being 
prevented by heavy over-night selling 
orders. The sharp break of yesterday 
seemed to have disturbed the confi- 
dence of recent buye:s and the market 
turned weak shortly after the call. 
Talk of scarce freight room for cotton 
exports and advancing costs of trans- 
portation encouraged reactionary senti- 
ment, while there were also rumors of 


an easier spot basis in the south and 
local selling became more aggressive 
as the market worked lower. There 
was sufficient covering or bull support 
to cause rallies of 9 to 12 points dur- 
in the morning, vut each of these 
bulges met increased offerings and the 
market was very weak and unsettled 
during the early afternoon. "Reports of 
higher marine war risks seemed to 
stimulate the selling, which carried 
March contracts off to 20.41 and May to 
20.60, with present crop deliveries sell- 
ing 42 to 45 points net lower, while 
October broke to a net loss of 32 points. 
The selling on this break seemed to 
relieve the market of the more urgent 
pressure, however, and prices rallied 
pretty sharply late in the, afternoon 
on renewed covering, trade buying and 
bull support. This bulge was accom- 
panied by reports tnat spot offerings 
were being withdrawn at the decline, 
and there was some fresh buying on a 
belief that the break had been chiefly 
the result of a weakcned technical po- 
sition. Private cables attributed the 
early strength in Liverpool tc trade and 
continental buying and Liverpool 
houses were buying here again during 
the day; although they were less aciive 
than recently. Spot interests were sell- 
ers of December, which led to talk of 
large notices next Friday. but De. 
cember held within 12 or 15 points of 
January.

Decline in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, November 22.—The sell- 
ing out movement was the deciding 
factor in the trading in cotton on this 
market today. After a brief period of 
higher prices around the opening, the 
market fell off and after several par- 
-tial recoveries, landed 39 to 43 points 
under the level of yesterday’s close. To- 
ward the end the tone was steadier, 
chiefly on profit-taking by scalping 
shorts and the net results for the day 
were a loss of 16 to 18 points. 

Much higher Liverpool prices than 
expected were responsible for the open- 

advance, but the hard spot seemed 
to attract liquidation in increased vol- 
ume and soon prices were crumbling 
away in a manner little short of the 
sensational, reaching large n‘imbers of 
stop loss orders on the long side on the 
way down. 

It was a etrictly technical market, 
little attention being paid to anything 
but the size of the short intcrest after 
the trading was well under way. Spots 
weakened in sympathy with contracts, 
local prices being reduced 25 points to 
20 cents for middling.

ALL MONEY RISES 


TO FIVE PER GENT 


Unexpected Advance Causes 
Decline in Stocks—Shares 
of Speculative Character 
Were Freely Offered. 


New York, November 22.—Trading 
in today’s active market was again 
governed to an unusual extent by 
technical conditions. There were fur- 
ther indications of an extended bull 
account, especially in metals and spe- 
cialties of recent prominence and 
strength. 

Stocks of the 
character were freely offered almost 
from the outset, but registered lowest 
prices ih the final hour, when the 
entire Hst became unsettled. One of 
the primary causes was an unexpected 
rise in call money to 4% and even 5 
per cent, the latter rate being paid 
by a few belated borrowers. 

Authoritative denial of any impend- 
ing deal or consolidation of the metal 
companies was the chief factor in that 
quarter. Coppers fell 2 to almost 5 
points from highest quotations of the 
preceding session, and twice that 
much from best prices of last week. 
Paper issues lost as much, also some 
of the equipment and independent 
steel ang iron issues, Bethlehem Steel 
falling 30 points and recovering 10, 
witha loss of 9 for the OS pper roe) 

United States Steel held steady dur- 
ing the forenoon, the action of the 
corporation in the matter of the in- 
creased wage schedule being accepted 
as a favorable development. Steel 
made its best price in the later deal- 
ings, but lost ground as selling pres- 
sure increased, closing at a net loss 
of almost 2 points. 

Motor shares and accessories dom- 
inated the market for a time at gains 
of 2 to 7 points, Chandler motors 
leading the advance with Studebaker 
and Maxwell. Most, if not ail, of these 
gains were forfeited, however, as were 
some substantial advances in_ the 
leather group. Ohio Gas retained over 
half of its 6-point gain, but this 
proved to be an isolated instance. ~ 

Rails were strong during the mid- 
session, presumably in consequence of 
the decision rendered by one of the 
federal courts declaring the Adamson 
law unconstitutional, but gains in this 
division also were of brief duration.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, November 22.—(Special.)—At 
last the bulls seem to have discovered that 
there will be no famine and that the buying 
power disappears above the 21-cent level. 
There can now be no question but that 
there will be more than one million: more 
bales than absolutely necessary and that 
this million bales more will be in the visi- 
ble supply when the new season begins next 
August, It is also evident that the Ameri- 
can spinner has bought further ahead than 
ever before in his history, and in some in- 
stances covered his wants for the entire 
year’s output. Therefore it makes no dif- 


ference how much or how little profit he 
makes in manufacturing his cotton, his fu- 
ture wants are small and the trade must 
depend upon European demand ‘to absorb 
the unsold portion of this crop. In our 
opinion between three and four million bales 
of speculative-held cotton contracts in the 
various markets of the world are held by 
people who have no use for the cotton and 
who want to sell it out, If they succeed in 
selling it out it must be to some new specu- 
lators or to someone who needs the actual 
cotton, and these latter are being freely 
supplied by those who have the actual for 
sale, and as for creating any new specula- 
tive interest large enough to absorb three 
to four miillion bales of cotton at above 
present levels on a purely speculative basis 
we hardly think it possible. The bulls 
bought modestly at 18 cents, pyramided at 
13.50 and 14 and 14% cents and liquidated 
at about 15 cents. Missing their market for 
a cent, they started again with lines of in- 
creased size at 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20 cents— 
the original 100-bale bull is now a 6,000 
bull. A decline on a line of that size to 19 
cents would absorb every dollar he, had 
made in the last 8 cents per pound ad- 
vance. Except for bears covering their early 
morning sales, our market would have reg- 
istered 100 points decline from yesterday’s 
high point. Some of the bulls are pliainiy 
nervous and anxious to liquidate, but find 
it necessary to take on additional cotton to 
prevent declines.

There were 1,106 survivors, 
of whom about twenty-eight were in- 
jured. 

The Britannic was nearing comple- 
tion at the outbreak of the war, when 
she was requisitioned by the govern- 
ment and converted into a hospital ship. 
In company with the Mauretania and 
the Olympic she was engaged in bring- 
ing thousands of wotinded men from 
the Gallipoli peninsula soon after the 
evacuation of the peninsula by the al- 
lies, 

Admiralty officials have little to add 
to the official announcement except to 
state that the Britannic was sunk in 
the daytime. Whether she was torpe- 
doed or mined has not yet been de- 
termined. The admiralty has been ad- 
vised that many submarines were oper- 
ating in the vicinity. At the time of 
the sinking at least 200 severely 
wounded men were on board the ship. 

The medical staffs and the members 
of the crew numbered more than 500.
